Council took under advisement 
Monday night a request for wage 
increases of from IO to 15 per 
cent for 125 municipal employes 
that would boost payroll costs an 
estimated $40,000 to 560,000 annual­ 
ly 
After conferring with employe 
committees in a caucus session, 
councilmen agreed to a n o t h e r 
meeting next Monday night at 7. 
Unionized workers already had 
asked a general IO per cent pay 
boost. Fire and police department 
representatives last 'night filed a 
bid for 15 per cent raises. 
Incinerator department employes 
were not represented in the series 
of conferences, but they said they 
would have spokesmen at the next 
meeting. 
The last general pay boost, 5 per 
cent, was given the workers in 
mid-1952. It was estimated to cost 
the city an additional $20,000 an­ 
nually. 
The city employes* union is an 
AFL affiliate—Local 677, American 
Federation of State, County and 
Municipal Workers. 
Brief work stoppages last sum­ 
mer at the incinerator plant punc­ 
tuated negotiations with Council 
that finally ended with the 5 per 
cent raise. 
Councilmen said they hope to 
avoid prolonged discussions in the 
current negotiations, escaping the 
troublesome question of retroactiv­ 
ity that generally cropped up in 
previous negotiations.

department 
members comprise nearly half the 
city’s force of appointive workers. 
There are 22 police and 28 fire­ 
men, for a total of 50. The AFL 
local represents other appointive 
employes, principally in the street 
department. 
It has been Council’s custom for 
years to grant the same increase 
across the board to all non-elec­ 
tive workers, whether or not they 
are represented by committees in­ 
volved in the negotiations.

Economic Aid 
Cut Urged In 
Security Plan 


Democrat Proposes 
To Eliminate That 
Phase Of Assistance 


WASHINGTON 
Lf)—Rep. 
Rich­ 
ards <D-SC) today proposed to cut 
out purely 
economic 
assistance 
from the United States’ mutual se­ 
curity program, 
He announced introduction of a 
bill to repeal nine present laws 
dealing with foreign aid and con­ 
solidate them into one act, rede­ 
fining the goal of America’s help­ 
ing hand to the free world. 
Richards, just retired as chair­ 
man of the House Foreign Affairs 
Committee, said his purpose is 
threefold: 
1 — To put new stress on strictly 
military assistance, weapons and 
ammunition. 
2 — To cut entirely from the 
mutual security program assist­ 
ance that is purely economic. This 
type of aid already has been sharp­ 
ly diminished but several hundred 
million dollars in economic aid 
could be provided annually under 
present laws. 
3 — To 
draw 
tighter 
curbs 
around aid that is not directly m il­ 
itary but is called “defense sup­ 
porting” under present laws. Rich­ 
ards would make sure this is not 
economic assistance in a defense 
disguise. 
Richards, who remains as sen­ 
ior Democrat on the Foreign Af­ 
fairs Committee, said some pro­ 
visions of present acts “are in­ 
consistent with each other or with 
the object of directing all foreign 
assistance toward defense.”

would 
continue 
the 
long- 
range Point Four program of tech­ 
nical assistance to underdeveloped 
areas as part of a separate law. 
Another change in the new bill: 
International 
organizations, 
such 
as the North Atlantic Treaty Or­ 
ganization, would have to meet 
many of the same requirements as 
individual nations before t h e y 
would become eligible for U. S. 
aid.

United States Supreme Court

lumbiana County person was sched­ 
uled to be heard today before the 
nation’s highest tribunal at Wash­ 
ington.

The case springs from the di­ 
vorce of Mrs. May from her for­ 
mer husband, Owen Anderson, of 
Waukesha, Wis., Feb. 5, 1947, in 
which he was granted exclusive 
custody of the children by a Wis­ 
consin court.

That is because the 
only remaining hope for Julius and 
Ethel Rosenberg is clemency from 
President Truman or his successor 
Dwight D. Eisenhower.

The Face Of Things To Come 


Federation Of Sovereign States 


An Ohioan with his eye fixed on Washington, 
where a new Congress is getting under way, 
instead of on Columbus, where a new General 
Assembly is getting under way, is a typical 
victim of these political times. 


He is at the mercy of federalitis, a disease 
which blinds him to the importance of his state 
government. 
He has been overwhelmed 
by 
clamor for an all - powerful central authority. 
He has fallen prey to the ruthless cult of 
authoritarians who have assassinated local gov­ 
ernment, recognizing it as the thing they must 
destroy. 
He has lost sight of the historic fact this was 
intended to be a federation of sovereign states, 
not 
a 
nation 
whose 
affairs 
would 
be 
ad­ 
ministered from Washington through 48 regional 
branches. 
He has been betrayed by the great illusion 
of this still adolescent republic — that govern­ 
m ent can successfully be remote and gigantic. 
All human experience proves government is 
successful only when it is close at hand and 
manageable. 
These things are evident to anyone who has 
given two thoughts to government — and en­ 
tirely beyond his power to change. State gov­ 
ernment in Ohio and in all other states lives 
obscurely in the shadow' of Washington, D. C. 
It is neglected, misunderstood, 
slighted 
and 
abused. 
As the Genera! Assembly opens its 
100th session, in Ohio’s sesquicentennial year, 
the legislative occasion is not a happy one. 
Assemblymen do the best they can under the 
handicap of a great misunderstanding of their 
function in a federation of sovereign states. 


Keeper Of The Purse 


If all the wisdom about government could 
be distilled into a few pithy statements, one 
of them w’ould concern what Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt meant when he warned against national 
shipw’reck on “the 
rocks 
of 
a 
loose 
fiscal 
policy.” 
Of all the appointments made by President­ 
elect Eisenhower, except Charles E. Wilson's 
appointment as secretary of defense, the most 
important is his choice of Joseph M. Dodge as 
budget director. 
The keeper of the purse has grown in im ­ 
portance as the purse grew in size. The direc­ 
tor of the budget in the United States is now 
ir* the same strategic position as Britain’s chan­ 
cellor of the exchequer — the key member of 
the government. 
Mr. Dodge must protect the solvency of the 
republic. Mr. Wilson must minimize spending 
in the costliest department. These men can 
m ake or break the Eisenhower administration. 
George M. Humphrey, secretary of Treasury, 
will w'ork with them to keep the national debt 
from becoming an economic cancer that will 
destroy its bearers. 
Mr. Roosevelt recognized the danger of a 
loose fiscal policy. In 1932 he ran for president 
on a promise to tighten it up — a promise he 
was unable to keep. Mr. Truman made prom­ 
ises, too. 
Now' it is Dwight Eisenhow'er’s turn. If his 
promise to avert financial disaster is kept, it 
will be because he installed strong men in the 
critical places of his government and backed 
the 
up in the clashes they will be sure to 
have with the spenders. 


Wily Should Chaplin Be A Privileged Character? 


How Many Masters? 


After a sufficient quota of heads have been 
chopped off, this m atter of national loyalties 
inside the United Nations secretariat will have 
to be talked about realistically. 
There is no realism in the present approach. 
Having been goaded beyond endurance by 
the impudent refusal of their own government 
to protect them from subversives. Americans 
are doing something about it. 
Through grand juries and now through a 
House investigating committee thev are pinning 
dowrn responsibility for loading the United Na­ 
tions with Americans known to have Communist 
sympathies. 
But this is a fragment of the U.N. problem 
The type of employe attracted by the United 
Nations is likely to have foresworn national 
loyalty to a degree which makes him begin to 
feel like a citizen of the w'orld. 
This is hard for Americans to understand 
unless they have visited the United Nations 
and talked with their fellow citizens w’ho feel 
that way about the organization. But it happens 
all the time — not necessarily because of sym­ 
pathy with the Communist conspiracy but be­ 
cause of sympathy with m any other points of 
view' not favored or even tolerated in the United 
States. 
The United Nations presupposes the setting 
aside of a certain amount of nationalism. It 
was through fear of what this might lead to 
that the United States insisted on the veto 
safeguard which the Soviet Union has abused 
so frequently.

clear t h a t 
Chaplin will not 
George Sokolsky b e readmitted 
to 
the United States and. as it 
stands today, when he tries to 
come in, if he ever does, there 
will be a hearing and Chaplin will 
be asked many questions which 
maybe he can answer. 
This fellow has been living in 
the United States 42 years. He 
came here a wandering actor and 
because of art, genius, ability, he 
has amassed many millions of dol­ 
lars which he has managed to 
hold onto with a 
sort of rigor 
mortis. 


CHAPLIN HAS lived here dur­ 
ing two wars and a great depress 
sion and he has never shown a 
normal big-heartedness which is so 
characteristic of most rich men 
in this country in times of distress. 
In World WTar II, when actors 
and actresses risked their lives to 
entertain our troops, Charlie Chap­ 
lin sat it out. 
I do not like what i$ in the 
record of his private life. I should 
not like any member of my family 
to imitate him. Therefore, I have 
instructed my cnildren that I dis­ 
approve of him personally and that 
if they contribute to his wealth, 
it is aganst my prncples. 
Lest some smart-aleck British 
•reporter say that to refuse to see 
Chaplin is to be anti-British, may 
I point to the fine Britishers on 
the American stage, such men as 
Rob Hope, Charles Laughton and 
Sir Cedric Hardwicke. who are the 
salt of the earth and have w’on the 
love and respect of Americans of 
all kinds. Bob Hope’s contributions 
to U. S. O. will never be for­ 
gotten. 


IT DOES NOT m atter if a Brit­ 
isher wants to be loyal to his king 
or queen or whether he decides 
that, living in this country, he 
wishes to enter more fully into 
its life by becoming a citizen. Only 
an individual can decide that for 
himself. But this Chaplin has ex- 


f pressed contempt for the United 
States. 
He has built no record of support 
for American institutions but he 
has joined in support of pro-Rus- 
sian activities. 
For instance, it is difficult to 
find Chaplin’s name in association 
with any American patriotic or­ 
ganizations because he says that 
he is an internationalist, but he 
presided as honorary chairman of 
the “ Artists’ Froijt to Win 
the 
War.” 
Chaplin came to New York from 
Hollywood purposely to attend this 
meeting at Carnegie Hall, on Oc­ 
tober 16. 1942 — he who usually 
stayed away from meetings. 
He addressed the gathering as 
"Com rades!” He called for an im­ 
mediate second front, which was 
Stalin’s propaganda and for which 
we were not ready. 
The history of the second front 
propaganda is well known, I am 
sure, as one of the most shame­ 
less efforts of an ally to place its 
supporting country in an untenable 
position. 


CHAPLIN 
PRAISED 
Roosevelt 
not as a leader of the American 
people, but as “the man who re­ 
leased Browder, “ Communist lead­ 
er, from prison. He praised Harry 
Bridges. He praised Communists 
as “ordinary people like ourselves, 
w’ho love beauty, who love life.” 
He added, “They say Commu­ 
nism may spread out all over the 
w'orld. And I say — so w'hat?” 
Many men and women in the 
motion picture industry have re­ 
cognized that America is in danger 
and have toed the mark of loyalty 
under 
great 
emotional 
stress. 
Some have appeared before con­ 
gressional committees to tell the 
truth as they knew it. Others have 
voluntarily given their records to 
the FBI. Several hundred have 
written letters to their employers 
explaining their errors. 
Recently such men as John Hus­ 
ton, Jose Ferrer, Elia Kazan, C ar­ 
son Kanin and others have cleared 
themselves of charges and cita­ 
tions. 
But not Charlie Chaplin. He con­ 
tinues his cynical course. He flouts 
the attorney general of the United 
States. His press agents give him 
a build-up in Europe to influence 
public opinion in America. 
Why is he to be a privileged 
character? Is it because he is so 
rich? Is it because he is a better 
clown than other clowns? Surely 
Americans 
can 
survive 
without

Handling Of Loyalty Cases Is Inconsistent 


President Truman has sudden­ 
ly kicked over-board the usual pro­ 
cedure for detecting and punish­ 
ing persons in the government em ­ 
ploy concerning whom there is rea­ 
sonable doubt as to their loyalty. 
In deference to the views of 
Secretary of State Acheson who 
refused to believe that anybody in 
the foreign service of the State 
Department could possibly be in­ 
fluenced by Communist intrigue, 
Mr. Truman has publicly repudi­ 
ated what is known as the Pres­ 
ident’s 
Loyalty 
Review 
Board. 
This is his own tribunal set up to 
weigh the evidence collected from 
the FBI and other sources. 
But just as President Roosevelt 
publicly repudiated the Supreme 
Court of the United States because 
of its 5-to-4 decisions and announc­ 
ed himself in favor of appointing 
more judges to overcome that m a­ 
jority, so Mr. Truman now scraps 
the Loyalty Review' Board’s 3-to-2 
decision in the case of John Carter 
Vincent and yields to a recom­ 
mendation from Mr. Acheson that 
another loyalty board of five be 
appointed to see if they can’t come 
up with some other decision.

Commission Named 
By Ike To Formulate 
GOF Plans Convenes 


WASHINGTON (ft — An air of 
mystery covered a scheduled meet­ 
ing today of a 14-member com­ 
mission named by President-elect 
Eisenhower to help draw up a 
Republican farm program. 
At the time the commission was 
appointed late in December, a 
member said it would hold its first 
meetings Jan. 6 and 7 on the cam­ 
pus of the University of Maryland 
at nearby Cotlege Park. 
University 
officials 
confirmed 
that arrangements had been made 
by Dean W. I. Myers of Cornell 
University, commission chairman, 
for meeting quarters on the cam­ 
pus. But school officials said they 
had been requested to give no other 
information about the meeting, its 
time or place. 
Republican national headquar­ 
ters said they too were unable to 
supply details. Several COP farm 
leaders in Congress said they had 
been able to confirm that the meet­ 
ing would be held but had not been 
able to learn its place. 
Republican sources said they did 
not know whether Ezra Taft Ben­ 
son, designated to be Eisenhower’s 
secretary of agriculture, would be 
present. 
The commission was named to 
make suggestions to the new ad­ 
ministration on such matters as 
farm price supports, extension of 
price supports to perishable pro­ 
ducts not now protected, soil con­ 
servation subsidies, foreign trade 
as it relates to agriculture, the sug­ 
gested formation of a permanent 
bipartisan comn.ission to advise 
the secretary of agriculture, and 
reorganization of the department. 
Members of the group which 
Eisenhower called an “interim” 
commission, 
include 
representa­ 
tives of farm organizations, farm 
industry groups and land grant 
colleges. 
Meanwhile, two representatives 
of Benson arranged to confer to­ 
day with Agriculture Department 
officials on the question of extend­ 
ing an international wheat agree­ 
ment. The pact expires next July 
31 unless extended. 
Under the agreement, maximum 
and minimum prices for wheat in 
world markets were set and export 
and import quotas were estab­ 
lished. The declared purpose of the 
agreement is to stabilize world 
prices and supplies of the grain. 
At a meeting last summer, par­ 
ticipating countries were unable to 
get together on terms for an exten­ 
sion. Exporting countries insisted 
upon higher prices and importing 
countries resisted.
